Acusaciones entre Ecuador y Colombia 


El Gobierno del Presidente 
Rafael Correa acusó al de Alvaro 
Uribe de no impedir la entrada 
de las FARC en territorio ecuato- 
riano, al tiempo que denunciaba 
“una campaña temeraria de des- 
prestigio” contra Ecuador para 
vincularlo con esa guerrilla, y 
reiteraba que no participará en el 
conflicto colombiano. En un co- 
municado de la Cancillería, se re- 
calca que Ecuador “es una víctima 
más del conflicto colombiano, no 
su propiciador”, y se recuerda que 
“los guerrilleros, paramilitares y 
narcotraficantes vienen al Ecuador 
desde Colombia”. 

La nota señala que, “ante 
la incapacidad” de Colombia de 
impedir que las Fuerzas Armadas 
Revolucionarias de Colombia, 
FARC, crucen la frontera y “se 
instalen clandestinamente en el 
Ecuador”, han desplegado 11,000 
policías y militares en la divisoria, 
con un “alto costo económico para 
el Estado ecuatoriano, que debe 
distraer ingentes recursos de otras 
urgencias sociales”. 

Colombia “tiene la obligación 
bajo el Derecho Internacional 
de impedir que los efectos de su 
conflicto interno rebasen las fron- 
teras”, indica el escrito, que reitera 
que “no la ha cumplido a cabalidad 
en lo que concierne a la República 
del Ecuador”. Para el Gobierno de 
Ecuador, “el conflicto interno de 
Colombia, marcado por la acción 
de grupos irregulares, paramilita- 
res y organizaciones criminales 
vinculadas al narcotráfico, que 
han tenido su origen y operan en 
territorio colombiano, debe ser 
resuelto exclusivamente dentro de 
la República de Colombia”. 

Por este motivo, advierte 
que “Ecuador no tomará parte en 
dicho conflicto, con aplicación al 
principio de no intervención en los 
asuntos internos de los Estados, 
consagrado en el Derecho Inter- 
nacional”. Por otro lado, el comu- 
nicado denuncia una “campaña te- 
meraria de desprestigio lanzada en 
contra del país para supuestamente 
vincularlo (al Gobierno) con el 

po irregular de las FARC, sobre 
la base de falsedades evidentes, 
informaciones infundadas y fuen- 
tes sin autoridad moral”. En este 
sentido reitera que las Fuerzas 
Armadas y la Policía del Ecuador

tado colombiano”, agrega la nota. 
Por este motivo, “todo individuo 
o grupos de individuos que sean 
encontrados ilegalmente en te- 
rritorio nacional serán detenidos 
y puestos a disposición de las au- 
toridades judiciales ecuatorianas, 
orepelidos por la fuerza si oponen 
resistencia”. 


“En el pasado, fuerzas mili- 
tares y policiales de Colombia 
que ingresaban sin permiso en 
territorio ecuatoriano retornaban a 
su país en el marco de los acuerdos 
entre Ecuador y Colombia”, dice 
el texto, antes de advertir que, esos 
acuerdos “han sido derogados”.

La atracción de la visa H-1b es debido 
a los beneficios que le brinda a la com- 
pañía americana y al inmigrante. 
Además de beneficiar a las com- 
pañías americanas, la visa H-1b pre- 
califica al profesional extranjero para 
la residencia permanente y autoriza 
que su familia pueda entrar a vivir a los 
Estados Unidos. La visa H-1b es una 
visa específicamente disponible para 
compañías en los Estados Unidos que 
quieren emplear profesionales extran- 
jeros. Para calificar para esta visa, el 
candidato debe de tener un Bachillerato 
de Universidad Americana o extranjera, 
o los años de experiencia requeridos 
para equivaler la educación. El candi-

dato también tiene que tener una oferta 
de trabajo de una compañía americana 
y no se puede haber sobrequedado en 
los Estados Unidos. 

Para que el profesional extran- 
jero pueda calificar para la residencia 
permanente, la compañía americana 
tiene que solicitar y obtener una Certi- 
ficación Laboral. Después de recibir la 
aprobación, el profesional tendrá una 
espera de un par de meses a varios años 
para poder solicitar para la residencia 
permanente. El término de espera de- 
pende en el nivel de educación de la 
persona. Por ejemplo, una persona que 
tiene una maestría, puede solicitar para 
su residencia permanente sólo meses 
después de recibir la aprobación de la 
Certificación Laboral. Otros solicitantes 
tendrán que esperar aproximadamente 
cinco años. 

Al recibir la aprobación de la 
Certificación Laboral, muchas perso- 
nas corren a someter sus solicitudes 
1-485 para la residencia permanente. 
Esto es un grave error. Estas personas 
pierden todo su dinero y tiempo ya que 
no califican. Después que la compañía 
recibe la aprobación de la Certificación 
Laboral, la compañía tiene que pedir al 
inmigrante antes de que él o ella pueda 
aplicar para la residencia permanente.

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Los Ángeles (EFE) — La 


economía de California continuará 
débil durante el resto del año pero 
sin llegar a una recesión, afirma 
un estudio de la Universidad de 
California Los Angeles (UCLA, 
en inglés). 

El análisis trimestral elaborado 
por el centro Anderson Forecast 
de UCLA, señala signos de de- 
bilitamiento en la economía como 
el aumento de la tasa de desempleo, 
pero destaca otros factores que la 
fortalecen y la mantendrán fuera de 
la recesión. 

“La tasa de desempleo llegará 
al 6.3% para el final del año y el 
ingreso real y las ventas reales 
contabilizables para impuestos, 
presentarán disminuciones peque- 
ñas en la primera mitad del año”, 
señala el informe elaborado por los 
economistas Ryan Ratcliff y Jerry 
Nickelsburg. 

Los economistas de UCLA 
señalaron que la doble pérdida 
de trabajos en la construcción y 
en actividades financieras, con- 
tinuará afectando negativamente 
la economía y manteniendo el 
crecimiento del empleo ligeramente 
negativo por dos trimestres más. 
“Todavía mantenemos que esta 
muy deslucida economía no debe 
ser escrita como una recesión”, 
escribieron los investigadores en 
su informe. 

La proyección calcula que la 
pérdida de empleos en sectores 


no-agrícolas será solamente de 
0.1% para el presente año, una 
reducción que no cumple con uno 
de los criterios económicos que 
determinan una recesión, cuando 
la contracción general del empleo 
debe ser de más de 1%. “Aunque sin 
duda el problema de la vivienda ha 
generado un impacto negativo en la 
economía y afectado el empleo, es- 
pecialmente en la comunidad latina, 
otros factores están favoreciendo la 
actividad económica de California”, 
afirmó Eduardo Martínez, Investi- 
gador de la Corporación de Desa- 
rrollo Económico de Los Angeles 
(LAEDC, en inglés). 

Según señaló Martínez, la baja 
en el precio del dólar beneficia la 


exportación de productos desde el 


Estado Dorado. Asimismo, la indus- 
tria aeroespacial y la turística, entre 
otras varias, muestran desempeños 
y proyecciones favorables. 

El reporte presentó un panorama 
similar con respecto al desempeñe 
económico de la nación, señalando 
que los problemas económicos en 
la primera mitad de 2008 seguirán 
mellando la economía del país. 

La crisis de la vivienda con- 
tinuará limitando el crecimiento del 
Producto Interno Bruto (GDP, en 
inglés), lo mismo que la debilidad 
en los gastos de consumo personal, 
señaló Edward Leamer, director de 
Anderson Forecast. “Tenemos un 
trimestre de crecimiento negativo 
del GDP. El gobierno federal con-

tinúa emitiendo buenas noticias para 
Wall Street con tasas de interés cada 
vez más bajas”, escribió Leamer. 
Con respecto al empleo en el 
país, la proyección de UCLA calculó 


un porcentaje de 5.5 de desempleo 
al finalizar el 2008. Sin embargo, 
el estudio considera que el efecto 
negativo de la crisis de vivienda en 
el GDP, “se disipará en la segunda 


mitad del año y una economía nor- 
mal regresará en 2009”. 

Los investigadores señalaron 
que, aunque la tasa de desempleo es 
un poco alta, mucha de la pérdida de 
trabajos se ha dado en la industria de 
la construcción, mientras que en la 
manufactura no se ve una tendencia 
a una reducción fuerte de empleos. 

De la misma forma, la contrac- 
ción del empleo en el campo hipo- 
tecario, “aparece como un cambio 
estructural permanente en nuestra 
economía, pero en orden de magni- 
tud es más pequeña que los recortes 
en manufactura que llevaron a las 
dos últimas recesiones”, anotaron 
Ratcliff y Nickelsburg. 

El informe concluye que al 
comparar la economía actual “con 
episodios pasados de recesión”, 
la debilidad en el sector de bienes 
raíces, “seguirá siendo una pérdida 
significativa de la economía que nos 
mantendrá pisando agua en el 2008, 
pero no hundidos bajo las olas de la 
recesión”. 

Una recesión es declarada por 
el Comité de Datos de Ciclos de 
Negocios de la Oficina Natural de 
Investigación Económica (NBER, 
en inglés), un panel de siete miem- 
bros con base en Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts. 

Los economistas en general, 
consideran que una recesión se

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Watsonville, CA — The City 
of Watsonville Public Works and 
Utilities Department launched a 
new city wide recycling program 
on Monday, February 4, 2008. 
Over the past few weeks, City staff 
placed new cart stickers on 10,000 
recycling carts in Watsonville. The 
City is the first in the County to 
move away from the plastic #1 - #7 
instruction. Residents no longer 
need to look for numbers on the 
bottom of items. The City accepts 
all clean plastic items, including 
plastic bags, in their blue recycling 
carts. 

“Affecting change and taking 
action is not an easy job, so we 
wanted a way to reach families to 
let them know recycling just got 
easier. Our solution was to create a 
series of bilingual stickers offering 
colorful illustrations and easy to 
read instructions that target people 
of all ages,” said City of Watson- 
ville’s Environmental Projects 
Manager Nancy Lockwood. 

The City’s new cart stickers, 
includes a child friendly sticker 
positioned mid-level on the front 
of the cart so children can instantly 
identify which cart is used for recy- 
cling and which one is for garbage. 
The goal is to prevent garbage 
mistakenly landing in the recycling 
bin when parents ask their children 
to take out the garbage. 

Along with new cart stick- 
ers, the City used an innovative 
approach to build awareness and 
motivate residents to take the 
proper action. “A 12-inch card- 
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board waving hand announcing 
the new recycling program is also 
being placed on all 10,000 carts. 
Our fun and innovative approach 
is working because residents are 
coming home to find their street 
lined with newly labeled carts and 
pleasantly surprised by the 12-inch 
waving hands. 

It's building enthusiasm for 
the program and some parents have 
even inquired about additional 
stickers for their children to place 
on inside cans,” says Lockwood. 
The City’s school coordinator is re- 
inforcing proper recycling behavior 
to Sth grade classrooms by asking 
kids to pay close attention to the 
new stickers on the carts.

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U.S. rights group decries “staggering levels of racist hate” 


_ Washington (EFE) — 
debate on immigration has aggra- 
vated racist hate while multiplying 
the number of extremist groups 
in the United States, according to 
“The Year of Hate” issue of the 
Southern Poverty Law Center’s 
Intelligence Report. The institute 
based in Montgomery, Alabama, 
said that police statistics indicate 
that between 2003 and 2006 hate 
crimes against Latinos increased 
by 35 percent. 

“Animated by the ugly rheto- 
ric of the nativist movement, the 
number of hate groups in America 
grew 5 percent last year to a total 
of 888. The increase translated into 
a 48 percent jump in hate groups 
since the year 2000 and was ac- 
companied by reports of rising 
violence against Latinos and oth- 
ers perceived to be undocumented 
immigrants,” the SPLC’s Mark 
Potok said. 

“Even as several major hate 
groups struggled to survive, other 
new groups appeared, and the 
radical right as a whole appeared 
to grow,” the report says. 

The group attributed much 
of the 48 percent increase in the 
number of hate groups over the last 
seven years to the “exploitation... 
of the continuing debate about im- 
migration. And it comes on top of 
some 300 other anti-immigration 
groups, about half listed by SPLC 
as ‘nativist extremist’, formed in

the last three years,” the Intel- 
ligence Report said. 

The SPLC includes in its 
classification of “hate groups” 
organizations and movements 
that go from neo-Nazis, black 
separatists and motorcycle gangs 
to the Jewish Defense League and 
religious groups like the Tony 
Alamo Christian Ministries. This 
year the SPLC added to its list of 
“hate groups” the Federation for 
American Immigration Reform. 

Washington-based FAIR re- 
jects the description given it by 
the SPLC and in a statement on 
its Web site says that the group's 
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accusations were “calculated to be 
inflammatory, tarnish the reputa- 
tion of leading immigration reform 
groups, and shut down meaningful 
public policy debate about immi- 
gration reform.” 
Among the victims of crimes 
due to ethnicity or nationality, 62.8 
percent suffered attacks because 
of the prejudice of the criminal 
against Hispanics, according to 
FBI figures. Police statistics also 
show that of the people who com- 
mitted hate crimes, 58.6 percent 
were white, 20.6 percent were 
black and 5.7 percent were indi- 
viduals of various other races.<>

Gracias a este paquete 
más de 130 millones de familias co- 
menzarán a recibir el incentivo mo- 
netario a partir del mes de mayo. 

“La ley de estímulo económico 
iÁdica que este pago es para todos 
los residentes o ciudadanos america- 
nos que tienen un número de seguro 
social (SSN por siglas en inglés) 
válido”, afirmó Irma Treviño, por- 
tavoz del IRS. Agregó que “desafor- 
tunadamente los contribuyentes que 
presentan sus declaraciones usando 
un Número de Identificación Indi- 
vidual del Contribuyente (ITIN por 
siglas en inglés), emitido por el IRS, 
no califican”. 

La Ley de Estímulo Económico 
2008 especifica en la sección 6428 
que el beneficio no será otorgado a 
individuos que no incluyan en su 
declaración un número de identifi- 
cación válido para sí mismos y para 
el cónyuge si hacen una declaración 
conjunta. 

Puntualiza además que para 
recibir el estímulo por hijos depen- 
dientes, que sería de 300 dólares por 
cada uno, estos deben tener igual- 
mente un número de identificación 
válido.

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Colombian delivers proof of life to hostages” kin 


Bogota (EFE) — A Colombian 
opposition lawmaker who worked 
with Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez to gain the release of six 
hostages held by Colombia’s FARC 
rebels, arrived here from Caracas to 
bring proof of life to the relatives of 
10 other captives. 

Sen. Piedad Cordoba went to 
the home of Magdalena Rivas, the 
mother of police Lt. Elkin Her- 
nandez Rivas, where the relatives 
of other people kidnapped by the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia, or FARC, had gathered 
to see a videotape on which their 
loved ones appeared. 

“It’s a voice of hope because 
the most important thing is to con- 


tinue working in the direction of the 
humanitarian accord, to have the 
parties sit down and for that agree- 
ment to come about as soon as pos- 
sible,” the senator told reporters late 
Monday, referring to the proposal 
for an exchange of FARC captives 
for jailed guerrillas. 

Seen along with Lt. Hernandez 
on the videotape were army Capt. 
Edgar Duarte Valero and police 
Sgt. Luis Alberto Eraso Maya as 
well as seven other police And 
soldiers: Alvaro Moreno, Jose 
Martinez Estrada, William Giovanni 
Dominguez Castro, Juan Fernando 
Galicio Uribe, Walter Jose Lozano 
Guarniso, Alexis Torres Zapata and 
Pablo Emilio Moncayo Cabrera.

Montoya, who delivered Rios’ 
severed hand, identification docu- 
ment and computer to authorities 
and is in line to receive a $2.5 
million reward, said that another 
top rebel, Ivan Marquez, is in Vene- 
zuela and that FARC chief Manuel 
“Sureshot’ Marulanda could also be 
in that country. 

“I don't think they deserve 
any credibility,” Cordoba said 
upon being asked about Montoya’s 
revelations. 

Venezuelan media reported 
Tuesday that yet another member 
of the FARC Secretariat, Joaquin 
Gomez, was being treated at a hos- 


pital in southwestern Venezuela for 
wounds received in battle. 

According to the informa- 
tion, which authorities have not 
confirmed, Gomez is hospitalized 
along with a FARC companion 
under heavy police protection. It 
is not clear how Gomez got to the 
clinic in Rubio, a town near the 
Colombian border. 

Citing reports from people 
living near the medical center, the 
press accounts said that the two 
guerrillas were admitted to the clinic 
last Saturday. 

Gomez, reputed commander 
of the FARC’s South Bloc, is said 
to have been named to fill the posi- 
tion on the Secretariat that Reyes 
had held until he was killed on 
March 1 during an attack by the 
Colombian military on a clandestine 
rebel camp a few kilometers inside 
Ecuador.<>

7. Sea muy cuidadoso con sus 
documentos y no intente “ayudar” a 
un amigo, a un hermano o pariente 
prestándole sus documentos, porque 
puede meterse en muy graves 
problemas y ser el mayormente 
perjudicado. 

8. Si usted presta sus documen- 
tos, y estos se usan para algún acto 
indebido, usted podría ser acusado 
de cómplice de un delito. 

Preservar la identidad de las 
personas es una obligación de 
todas las instituciones, públicas O 
privadas, de cualquier país. Por ello 
los Consulados de México tienen 
mucho cuidado en la revisión de 
todos los documentos para otorgar 
la matrícula consular, pasaporte, 
declaratorias de nacionalidad y 
registro civil. 

Este método de trabajo está

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The number of gray whales 
that migrate annually to breed- 
ing grounds off the coasts of 
Mexico’s Baja California penin- 
sula is increasingly smaller due 
to global warming, members of 
Greenpeace told Efe. 

The decrease has become 
more apparent over the past three 
years, according to the coordina- 
tor of Greenpeace’s oceans and 
coasts campaign in Mexico, 
Alejandro Olivera. 

The reason for the decline is 
that global warming has caused 
a drop in levels of zooplankton 
- the main food source for these 
giant mammals - in the ocean, the 
environmental activist said. 

An average of 3,000 of these 
whales used to arrive annually 
off the coast of Baja California 


in past years, but just 1,000 mi- - 


grated in the 2006-2007 season, 
he added. Whale watching is one 
of the main tourist attractions in 
the area, especially at points such 
as Guerrero Negro, Los Cabos 
and Ensenada. 

Mexico’s Environmental 
Secretariat, known as Semarnat, 
confirmed the decline but said it 
was due to the route these ceta- 
ceans take in their migration as 
opposed to causes that originated 
in Mexico. 

The gray whale covers a 
distance of 16,000 kilometers 
(9,940 miles) on its journey from 
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Warming reduces migration 
of whales to Mexican waters 


the Bering Sea, near the coasts of 
Alaska, to its breeding grounds 
in Mexico. The animals, whose 
principal reproduction areas are 
the Ojo de Liebre and San Ignacio 
lagoons and the Magdalena Bay 
in the Pacific, give birth once ev- 
ery two years. There are roughly 
20,000 gray whales in Mexican, 
U.S. and Canadian waters. 

These animals punctually 
arrive at their destination every 
December and leave the waters 
of the Mexican Pacifie around the 
end of February or the beginning 
of March. 

Greenpeace also said a larger 
number of beached whales have 
been spotted in this region in 
recent years.

Como musical, “Cabaret”, no 
es fácil de representar. Su argu- 
mento es una metáfora, en la que los 
actos del “Kit Kat Klub” representan 
lo que está pasando en la Alemania 
de los años 1929-30. El Nazismo está 
comenzando, pero los alemanes, 
ciegos a su efecto, continuaban 
creyendo que la dogma establecida 
por Hitler es algo pasadero. “Aqui, 
todo es bello”, dice el Emcee (el 
maestro de ceremonias del cabaret). 
“La gente, es bella, hasta la orquesta 
es bella” (lo que no es cierto). 

Como el presentador de los 
espectáculos, el “Emcee”, es quien 
revela con los actos que presenta 
el club, lo que está sucediendo 
en Weimar (donde la acción tiene 
lugar). El más racista es cuando le 
canta “si el mundo pudiera verte con 
mis ojos” a una mujer disfrazada 
de gorila, agregando que es judía. 
El acto demuestra gráficamente el 
menosprecio de los nazis para los 
judíos. 

Nick Garrison, que est 


al “Emcee” la noche en que el musi- 
cal hiciera su debut en San José tiene 
buena voz, y como actor la lista de 
los papeles que ‘ha representado, 
descritos en su curriculum, es im- 
presionante, pero la noche en que 
la obra debutó, Garrison nos dio la 
impresión de no haberse infiltrado 
aún en su personaje. Descendiendo 
al escenario sentado en la letra C del 
letrero que dice Cabaret, cantando 

u “Wilkommen”, Garrison no supo 
cómo utilizar sus gestos faciales 
para dar a la audiencia el doble 
sentido del canto, por lo que durante 
sus primeros minutos en escena, 
Garrison comenzó actuando como 
un payaso. Su actuación contradijo 
al carácter del “Emcee” cuyo papel 
es burlarse, en sus cantos de la 
situación política de Alemania, pero 
hacerlo sutilmente, con dignidad. En 
la parte positiva, Garrison cantó su 
“Two Ladies” (Dos mujeres), con 
mucha gracia y sus bailes estuvieron 
magníficos. 

Por su parte, a Sally Bowles 
representada por Tari Kelly cantó 
sus canciones con un tono exquisito 
pero no todas con convicción su 
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“Mein Herr”, estuvo excelente, su 
“Maybe this Time”, sentida, pero su 
“Cabaret” en la que dice: “No sirve 
de nada estar sentada sola en un 
cuarto. Vengan a escuchar la música. 
La vida es un cabaret, vengan a 
vivirla”, careció completamente de 
interpretación. Parte del problema 
fue que la orquesta tocó la música 
tan rápidamente que la cantante no 
pudo hacer las pausas necesarias. 
Kelly tampoco logró interpretar 
convincentemente la complejidad 
de Sally, la joven americana que 
trabaja en el “Kit Kat Klub”, donde 
las artistas reciben llamadas tele- 
fónicas de los patrones invitándolas 
a relacionarse con ellos más íntima- 
mente. Kelly representó su Sally con 
convicción en unas partes, y en otras 
no. Su problema se hizo aún más 
aparente al final, cuando le revela a 
Clifford Bradshaw lo que hizo con 
el bebé que iba a tener, y no logró 
hacerlo convincentemente.

Además de la migración del 
campo a la ciudad, el racismo y la 
discriminación, así como la falta 
de políticas de educación bilingúe, 
obliga a los indígenas guatemaltecos 
a cambiar sus idiomas maternos por 
el dominante idioma español. Esto 
ha puesto en riesgo de desaparición 
de 22 lenguas mayas, el xinca y el 
garífuna. 

A nivel mundial corren el 
riesgo de desaparecer, por falta 
de atención del Estado, las 20,000 
lenguas que se hablan en el planeta, 
según Berta Englenton, una garífuna 
guatemalteca actual Viceministra 
del Deporte y la Recreación, que 
está preocupada por la eventual 
desaparición de su lengua materna, 
que sólo la hablan por ahora 5,040 
personas. Ya son pocos los garifuna 
que quedan en Centroamérica y 
EE.UU. De los 154,000 que existen 
en la región, 110,000 de ellos están 
en territorio hondureño y 20,000 en 
norteamérica. 

Mucho más crítico es el experto 
y consultor de la Organización de 
Estados Americanos (OEA), el indí- 
gena guatemalteco Demetrio Cojti. 
Uno de los principales atrasos que 
tiene Guatemala es que el idioma 
oficial es el español aún cuando le-

más el Xinca y el Garífuna. 

Servicios públicos sólo en 
español 

Las políticas del Estado no han 
cambiado y ya hay varios idiomas, 
como el Xinca, el Itzá, el Chorti o 
el Sakapulteco que están en peli- 
gro latente de desaparecer, sostiene 
Cojtí, quien en la década de los 90 
fue viceministro guatemalteco de 
Educación Bilingtie. El experto 
anota que, en realidad, todos los 
idiomas mayas podrían ir desapa- 
reciendo si los maestros continúan 
sin hablar sus lenguas maternas y las 
autoridades no ponen en práctica la 
utilización de los idiomas, no sólo 
en las escuelas, sino en tribunales 
de justicia. 

Los expertos estiman que de 
los 108,889 kilómetros cuadrados 
que tiene de territorio Guatema- 
la, en unos 35,669 se hablan las 
24 lenguas maternas. “El Estado 
destruyó los idiomas utilizando su 
fuerza coactiva y ahora tiene que 
utilizarla para rescatar y revitalizar 
el reconocimiento de los idiomas, 
porque si lo deja como una opción, 
la asimilación del español continua-

rá vigente y será el dominante”, 
advierte. 

La viceministra de Educación 
Bilingiie e Interculturalidad, Vir- 
ginia Tacam, apunta que todas las 
comunidades lingiiistas tienen el 
derecho a que se les garantice tanto 
la enseñanza del español como la 
lengua materna, debido a que hasta 
ahora el sistema educativo ha sido 
“monocultural”. 

La importancia de la lengua 
española 

“Los indígenas entiende bien 
su cosmovisión y los fenómenos 
que existen. En la ciudad no en- 
tienden un eclipse de luna, como 
el ocurrido el pasado 20 de febrero, 
pero en las comunidades mayas, 
todos salen a sonar sus tambores O 
botes porque creen que la luna va a 
desaparecer”, según Pablo Ujpán, 
un T’zutujil’ guatemalteco que tra- 
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baja para la Agencia de Cooperación 
Alemana GTZ. Sin embargo, dice, 
esa cultura no la enseñan en la es- 
cuela porque los maestros no tienen 
conocimiento que la lengua materna 
forma parte de la cultura. En la 
agricultura, agrega, los ancianos 
mayas saben cuándo exactamente 
van a sembrar sus cultivos. 

Ujpán dice que ahora la edu- 
cación no es como antes. La niñez 
no respeta ya a los ancianos porque 
han perdido demasiado el valor 
cultural. Hay que generar una identi- 
dad y autoestima, y la participación 
social de los indígenas que no debe 


ser menor a la de la población 
ladina. “Hay que utilizar la lengua 
materna como aprendizaje de la 
lectura porque la letra “a” es la “a” 
en cualquier idioma extranjero, 


apunta. 


En un estudio realizado por la 
UNESCO, dijo Bienvenido Argue- 
ta, Oficial Nacional del Programa 
de Educación de la UNESCO en 
Guatemala, se encontraron varios 
fenómenos: La mayoría de proyec- 
tos bilingiies son pagados por la 
cooperación internacional y el 
62% de los niños considerados en 
el estudio fueron indígenas K”iché, 
Kakquiquel, Man T’zutijil’ y Achi, 
pero de ellos sólo el 41 por 100 dijo 
que se comunica en su casa en su 
lengua materna, lo que significa la 
pérdida de los idiomas, asegura.

el 76% son ladinos no indígenas, 
el 23 indígenas y el 1% de otros 
lenguas, refiere, y agrega que de 
los estudiantes de cuatro magisterio, 
tres de cada diez son de pueblos 
indígenas, pero de ese total, solo 39 
por 100 entiende su lengua materna, 
el 36 por 100 sólo lo habla y el resto 
lo habla y escribe. 

Para Argueta es insuficiente 
plantear que sólo a través de la edu- 
cación se va a resolver la pérdida de 
los idiomas en Guatemala, porque 
existen otros factores que están 
propiciando su desaparición como el

Todo es tango en Buenos Aires, 
especialmente cuando se acerca 
junio el mes de la trágica muerte de 
Gardel o cuando se inaugura el Fes- 
tival Internacional de Tango, que se 
lleva a cabo anualmente con grandes 
exposiciones de arte, conciertos, 
espectáculos tangueros, estrenos 
discográficos, campeonatos y clases 
de tango abiertas y gratuitas. En la 
actualidad, numerosas parejas de 
extranjeros asisten a seminarios, 
cursos y “milongas” para aprender 
tango, promovidos por el cambio 
de moneda que hace de Buenos 
Aires una ciudad económica para 
los turistas internacionales. 

Famosos centro del tango 

El más reconocido es el barrio 
de San Telmo, la capital del tango, 
porque en sus bares y restaurantes 
hay espectáculos, orquestas típicas, 
cantantes y bailarines que ofrecen 
versiones sinceras de la melodía de 
arrabal, como el famoso, “Viejo Al- 
macén” patrimonio histórico adap- 
tado en 1968 por el cantor Edmundo 
Rivero, “Bar Sur” frecuentado por 
el escritor Mario Denevi, y la Casa 
del poeta Esteban de Luca. 

Los sábados y domingo, mien- 
tras funciona la Feria de Anticuarios 
de San Telmo, el tango aparece de 
la mano de bailarines y músicos 
callejeros que improvisan, en medio 
de los transeúntes complacidos. La 
calle Florida, arteria comercial y 
peatonal es otro escenario natural 
de bailarines callejeros. Otro gran 
reducto tanguero es Barracas y el 
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Barrio de San Telmo-bailarines de tango callejeros. Foto EFE 


popular barrio de la Boca, sobre 
el Riachuelo, cerca de la Cancha 
de Boca Juniors y del Museo de 
Quinquela Martin, artista que pintó 


la calle “Caminito” en homenaje 
al famoso tango: “Caminito que el 
tiempo ha borrado...” 

En este pintoresco escenario 
hay restaurantes que incluyen cena 
con vind argentino y espectáculos 
de tango. El corazón se estremece 
cuando se llega al barrio del Abasto, 
antiguo Mercado de frutas y legum- 
bres de la ciudad y lugar donde 
Carlos Gardel creció aprendiendo 
sus primeros tangos. 

Actualmente se habilitó un 
paseo peatonoal enfrente al Mer- 
cado, con una estatua del cantor. A 
pocas cuadras, en Jean Jaures 737, 
se encuentra la casa de Gardel, 
totalmente recuperada. 

El barrio de Borges y las 
avenidas de Buenos Aires 

Otro Museo dedicado a Gardel 
se encuentra en la Casa del Teatro y 
se creó por iniciativa del apoderado 
de Gardel, quien donó documentos 
personales como la libreta de en- 
rolamiento argentina que lo acredita 
argentino. Palermo Viejo es otro 
barrio que pertenece a la historia del 


tango. En él vivió el escritor Jorge 
Luis Borges y fue allí donde escuchó 
las hazañas de los compadritos, las 
peleas del malevaje y los encuentros 
milongueros junto al arroyo Mal- 
donado. Aquella mitología tanguera, 
Borges la recreó en sus cuentos y 
poemas. Hoy, la juventud invade la 
zona, llena de bares y música pero 
un ademán nostálgico no olvida 
aquellas gestas de facón y coraje en 
el arrabal porteño. 

El tango danzó por las zonas 
marginales de la ciudad hasta adue- 
ñarse del centro de la ciudad. La ca- 
lle Corrientes, “que nunca duerme” 
lo acogió y pronto las marquesinas 
de los teatros presentaron al tango 
consagrado en Paris y New York. 

Buenos Aires es famosa por sus 
avenidas: la Avenida 9 de Julio presi- 
dida por el Obelisco y la Avenida de 
Mayo donde ademas del Congreso 
de la Nación, está el Café Tortoni, 
fundado en 1858, emblemático lugar 
de la belle epoque argentina, punto 
de reunión de artistas y personali- 
dades, testigo del recital de tangos 
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que Gardel le ofreció al dramaturgo 
italiano Pirandello, cuando visitó 
Buenos Aires. 

La Recoleta, el barrio de la 
“Movida” 

Los parques de Palermo fueron 
diseñados siguiendo el trazado de 
Bois de Boulogne de Paris, por 
la Avenida Libertador encontrará 
el Museo de Arte Decorativo, el 
Museo de Bellas Artes y el famoso 
Palais de Glace, salón donde Gardel 
cantó a la sociedad elegante porteña, 
y a la salida, en un episodio sin 
aclarar, fue baleado. 

Hoy, la Recoleta es el barrio de 
la movida, con restaurantes, bares 
y “cafetines” donde los argentinos, 
frente a un café, discuten sobre el 
mundo. Otro paseo interesante, 
con nostalgia de tango, es Puerto 
Madero, totalmente reciclado, 16 
edificios de depósitos portuarios que 
fueron restaurados, creándose un 
centro de comercio, restaurantes y 
donde el tango no puede faltar. 

Para los que deseen conocer el 
Río de la Plata, el Tren de la Costa 
es una buena alternativa. El antiguo 
ferrocarril fue recuperado como 
paseo, se puede descender en cada 
estación visitando la catedral de 
San Isidro, las playas, hasta llegar 
al delta del Tigre. Desde allí salen 
barcos de excursión por el gran delta 
del Río de la Plata. 

Buenos Aires invita a vivir con 
el tango, esa música, esa danza, 
ese sentimiento que se baila y que 
lo espera para gozar, como dice la 
canción “a media luz los dos”.<>
